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Time Limit on German Ultimatum Ex* 
pires —England Ready With Her 
Retaliatory Policy. 


Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


The German wai ofiSce announced 
today that in the recent d^eat of 
the Russians in the Mazurian lakes 
region of East Prussia m®re than 
50,000 prisoners were taken. The in- 
vaders, it is said, were "utterly de- 
feated at most paints," only rem- 
nants of the Russian army escaping 
after a battle of nine days. An ear- 
lier official German statement said 
that 26,000 Russians had been cap- 
tured. 


Heavier fighting is now under way 
in France and Belgium. The German 
war office asserts that attacks under- 
taken by the British and French at 
many places were repulsed. 
It is 
stated also that an advance 
was 
made in the Argonne, but tlie an- 
noùncement of the French war office 
says that the German onslaugh in 
this region wag driven back.

Berlin is Celebrating. 


Berlin is ag'ain celebrating the suc- 
cess of Field Marshal von Hindenburg, 
as further details of the East Prussian 
operations are received. 
It is officially 
claimed in Berlin that 50,000 Russian 
prisoners were taken while all dispatches 
agree that the Russians are still being 
pressed further eastward 
fighting 
a 
rear guard action in an endeavor to pre- 
vent the Germans from 
surrounding 
their wings. 
In the Carpathians the. 
fighting is yet to reach a decision. 
The 
Western end and the center of the Rus- 
sian line is holding, notwithstanding re- 
peated and violent attacks but in Buko- 
wina the Austrians have pressed on to 
within 12 miles of Czernowitz, . 


It is believed that a recurrence of 
the general German offensive in the 
western theater depends largely upon 
-the outcome of the present eastern situ- 
ation. 
Opinion here is divided whether 
the Germans are planning a great in- 
vasion of Russia or whether their chief 
desire is simply to free Austrian terri- 
tory of hostile forces and make secure

Poland. 


The report which was current last 
night and received wide publicity to 
the effect that a prize crew of three

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Ottoman Actuated Only by 
Influences of Empire, 
Says Talaat Bey. 


Constantinople, Feb. 17.—"Turkey de 
dared war without being urged by Ger- 
many or impelled by any 
other in- 
fluences save those of the empire," said 
Talaat Bey today in a statement to The 
Associated Press made in reply to ques 
tions concerning the political and mili 
tary situation in his country. 


Talaat Bey today fills the post of 
minister of the interior, minister of fi* 
nance and minister. of marine in the 
Turkish cabinet. Two weeks ago, in ad- 
dition to these offices, he was also min- 
ister of war, which gave him the four 
most important portfolios in the ad- 
ministration. 
He is a young Turk and 
undoubtedly the most important man in 
Turkey at the present time. His advice 
is heeded eve^y^^'here and he virtually 
directs the public affairs of the Ottoman 
empire. 


"Turkey engaged in military opera- 
tions," he continued, "only when actions 
on the part of Russia and Great Britain 
made defensive measures necessary and 
today Turkey has taken all steps need- 
ful to carry the war through. The war 
is not menacing Christians but the holy 
war is a fact which the enemies of the 
Mohammedan world 
should bear 
in 
mind. 
Christiana in the Ottoman em- 
pire who are participating in the dcs- 
tbiies of their country are not suffering 
from conditions brought about by the 
present state of affairs and any state» 
ments to the contrary arc a result of 
British, French and Russian intrigufks, 
the purpose of which is to direct against 
Turkey the pressure of neutral coun- 
tries of lower standing in the Ottoman 
world.' 


To the correspondent of the Associat- 
ed Press, Talaat Bty complained of the 
attitude of foreign newspapers, includ- 
ing the American Press, which he said 
were oblivious alike of the position of 
Turkey under thè prctsure of the en- 
tent« pówers, and the efforts of the 
young Turks to accomplsh the reforms 
associated with that party.

[OUT OF FOES IN EAST 
OMPLETE, SAYS BERLIN 


Berlin, Feb. IT.—Fifty thousand pris- 
oners, besides many cannon and machine 
guns, were capturcd by the German« 
when the Russian Tenth army was de- 
feated in the Mazurian lake district, 
East Prussia, according to a statement 
issued at headquarters here today. The 
text of the communication follows: 


"In a nine days' battle in the Aiazu- 
rian lake district the Russian Tenth 
army, consisting of at least eleven in- 
fantry and several cavalry divisions, not 
only was driven out of strongly en- 
trenched positions east of the Alazuriatt 
lake plateau but was forced back across 
the frontier. 


"Utterly defeated at almost every 
point only the remnants ol the army 


managed to reach the woods east of Su- 
walki and Augustowo, where they are 
being pursued. The number of prisoners 
takenv has not been ascertained but cer- 
tainly exceeded 60,000. More than fifty 
cannon and sixty machine gims besides 
an unknown quantity of war materials 
were captured. 


"Emperor William was present during 
the decisive lighting in the center of our 
line. 
The victory was won by veteran 
East Prussian troops assisted by other 
troops who were young for such work 
bxit proved their worth. 


"The achievements of these troops un- 
der fearful weather conditions marching 
by day and night and fighting against 
such a stubborn enemy are beyond all 
praise."

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MURDERER S U F F E R S HORRORS. 


Noah Davis at ColumWa City Sees Ghost 
of Wife He Slew. . 


Columbia City, Ind., Feb. 17.—Noali 
Davis, in jail here under indictment for 
tlie murder of hig wife, Barbara Davis, 
tiie night of January 2, either is losing 
his mind under the strain of an awful 
remorse for his bloody deed, or is elab- 
orately and cunningly laying the ground 
for an insanity defense. D. C. Scott, the 
South \^Tiitley druggist who is serving 
a jail sentence for violation of the liquor 
laws, is quartered in the same room with 
Davis at the jail and he says the mur- 
derer's montal torture is something in- 
describable.

The murder Avas 
committed about 10 o'clock at night and 
immediately following it Davis tried to 
kill himself by shooting. He became un- 
conscious and remained so for about an 
hour, regaining his senses at 11 o'clock. 
To Scott the story of the murder is re- 
liearscd every night by Davis. Tt is be- 
lieved Davis will bccome a raving maniac 
before his trial.

REV. HENRY BRIDGE IS DEAD. 


Veteran Preacher and Editor Passes 
Away in Huntington. 


Huntington, Ind., Feb. 17.—Rev. Henry 
Bridge, a veteran minister and for three 
years the editor of the Columbia City 
Commercial, is dead at his home here at 
the age of. 74 years, following" a brief 
illness. He wag taken ill while visiting 
in Oasian a week ago Sunday and after 
returning home steadily grew -worse. He 
was a. superannuated preacher of the 
Methodist Episcopal 
church and was 
widely known in northern Indiana and 
had held charges in Fort Wayne, Areola, 
Poneto, Churubusco,

of teaehing-and folloAved that until 1864. 
when he enlLsted for service in the civil 
Avar. In 1860 he married iTiss Maria 
Elizabeth Anglemeyere and they moved 
to Columbia City, Avhere he took up the 
study of law. and. for a time engaged in 
neAvspaper AA^ork. They then moved to 
Huntington; where Sir. Bridge practiced 
laAV until 1880,'^.Avhen he began Avork in 
the ministry. 
Besides'his AvidoAv-there 
survive four sons.' The funeral Avill be 
held Friday morning at the First M. E. 
church here.

M a k i n g a New 
Apportionment. 


One of the duties still facing the Indiana legislature 
is that of reapportioning the state into legislative dis- 
tricts, and the complexities of the task promise to sup- 
ply headaches and wrecked nerves to those who attempt to 
figure out the intricacies of the problem on a fair adjust- 
jnent. It should be understood that the days of the old 
gerrymander have pretty well passed, and the voters of 
the state would never stand for a regi'ouping of counties 
designed merely to give partisan advantage instead of 
fair representation. 


A writer in the Indianapolis News states the prob- 
lem iñ this fashion: The puzzle board is the state of 
diana, cut up into ninety-two parts, each representiQg 
coimties, On the complete board, or map, there are 792,- 
$25 voters. When the board is separated into the ninety- 
two p^arts, each part has on it a different number of vot- 
ers. The first part of the puzzle consists of assembling 
these ninety-two parts into the map again and making 
combinations w^hich will create fifty groups of 15,852 yot- 
ers, each of which groups, in the state govennnent for the 
next six years, shall have one senator. The second part 
- 0,f the puzzle consists of assembling these ninety-two 
parts into the map, this time, making combinations which 
will create 100 groups of 7,926 voters, of which groups 
each, in the state government for the next six years, shall 
have one representative. 


Circumscribing the work are a number of constitu- 
tional provisions and supreme court rulings that con- 
tribute to the complexity of the case. It will be manifest- 
ly impossible, of course, to arrange the districts so that 
íeách shall have precisely the required and equitable num- 
ber of voters, but this must be approximated as closely as 
possible. Occasion for the reapportionment at this time 
IS supplied by notable increases in population ia some 
centers—^Lake county and the city of Indianapolis, for 
example—which, under the present system of districts, 
até not as fully represented in the state law-making: body 
as are some of the less populous counties. The field is one 
•wliicli affords excellent opportunity for a display of talent 
by the mathematical sharks of the state. 


The "Bundle Day" idea under which food and cloth- 
ing is collected and distributed to the deserving needy ap- 
pears to have taken a firm hold upon the sympathies and 
the interest of the country, and it has proven as splendid- 
ly successful in Fort "^^fayne as in other cities.

tion and for a modern constitution.

of the state, through 
representative 
men from all over the state, have gone 
on record as declaring this great funda- 
mental truth. 
It has been evident for 
many years that Indiana can not take 
rank M-ith other states either in the 
matter of 
representative 
government 
properly safeguarded; in the vital mat- 
ter of social and industrial justice, in 
the realm of equitable taxation or along 
the lines of efficient administration and 
adequate reg\ilation of powerful cor- 
porations until the people have made 
over the constitution of 1851, bringing 
the basic law up to meet existing con- 
ditions. 
It seems that the progressives 
are among the citizens who see that a 
constitutional com'ention made 
up of 
representatives of the people elccted on 
a non-partisan basis is the thing that 
carries with it the opportunity for ob- 
taining relief and for achieving real 
progress. 
It is entirely consistent and 
fitting that the progressives should op- 
pose the proposed Stotsenburg amend- 
ments while at the same timcf^.demand- 
ing a constitutional convention of the 
right sort. 
The progressive party's bill 
for a constitution convention, while sup- 
ported by a considerable number of rep- 
resentatives, has been voted down in 
the lower house. 
It is interesting to 
note that Indiana repufiilicans not only 
failed to support this bill, but failed 
also to express themselves on this live 
issue in recent meetings.

THB CHRISTIAN SOLDIER. 


Second Timothy 2:3—"A good soldier 
of Jesus Christ." 


To liken the career of a Christian to 
the service of a soldier is a familiar and 
frequent figure in 
Scripture. 
Jesus 
Christ combined the elements Iwth of 
»tren|[th and gentleness, of strife and 
peace, of resistance and non-resistance. 
This was evident in His teachings. He 
bade His disciples to permit the little 
children to come unto Him. He gave 
an inritatiott to the toil worn and heavy 
laden, to the burdened and oppressed, 
that they might come and find rest unto 
their souls. 
And yet there is also a 
strong militant 
element 
that 
runs 
through all His messages. He said He 
came not to bring peace on the earth 
bnt a sword. No more terrible, severe 
and Mathing denunciations were 
ever 
uttered than His arraignment of the 
Scribes and Pharisees, the people who 
hod a form of 
religion, 
who 
went 
through their rites and ceremonies, but 
had no real spiritual life. 
He called 
them hypocrites and whited sepulchers 
"HoW shall vou cscapc the damnation 
of hell?" 
'

Likewise in His life, while He sub 
mitted without miu-muring or complamt 
to revilings and reproaches, to. perse- 
cutions and sufferings, yet He also went 
into the temple, and, witli eyes flash- 
ing fire, overtm-ned the tables of the 
money changers and with a whip of 
small cords drove the cattle'out of the 
outer courts. 
Paul, like his blaster, 
himself possessed a militant spirit. The 
language of his epistles is constantly 
colored by the terms of tho camp and 
field of battle. 


Let us first of all recognize the f ^ t 
that life itself is a war. In the ph^i- 
cfcl and material realms, man is con- 
stantly compelled to battle against heat 
and cold, hunger and disease. 
He finds 
his crops iu-e subject 
to blight 
and 
drought and frost«. 
In his efforts to 
obtain from the earth sufticient sub- 
stance for food, he is compelled con- 
stantly to make war upon insects and 
weeds. 
This is equally true 
in com- 
merce; buildings decay, business is im- 
periled by fraudulent transactions aftd 
by unpaid debts and by unscrupulous 
competitors. 
It is a strange fact that 
nature itself, which is the source of life 
and growth, is constantly at work tear- 
ing down and destroying. To live and 
grow and thrive means a constant bat- 
tle against disease, and the more in- 
tricate and complex our civilization be- 
tomes, the more numerous are these 
wtagonists. A very clever article has 
just recently appeared in one of 
the 
popular periodicals, in which the writer 
urges that the war-liko spirit which Is 
tmong mankind be turned from battling 
igainst hie fellowmen to conquering the 
forces of nature. 
The appeal is for a 
aew standard of heroism, 
that 
the 
World be brought to honor not the man 
who slays his fellows, but rather 
the 
3ne who conquers the elements 
that 
will injure mankind and contributes the 
most for human happiness and develop- 
ment. 


This battle which men have to fight 
is not. only matenal, but intellectual. 
It is a war against ignorance, prejudice, 
bigotry and superstition. 
Everj^ stop 
forward is contested and is gained only 
by severe struggle. Higher ideals mean 
harder opposition. 
The great problem 
today is not merely the high coat of 
living, but rather the cost of living high. 
The severest human struggles are now 
being transferred to this higher sphere. 
It is becoming a moral and 
spiritual 
battle. This war is constantly going on, 
first of all within the individual soul. It 
is a combat against inherited evil ten- 
dencies. 
Frequently the fiercest foes 
with AVhich a man has to contond are 
those within his own heart. Pride, pas- 
sion, appetite, evil desire, are his . an- 
tagonists. You do not realize the power 
of these enemies as long as you'are con- 
tent to obey them. It is like a man 
floating down the stream. He docs not | 


know the force of the current, but let 
him turn about and endeavor to swim 
up stream, and quickly he will compre- 
hend the strength of the opposition. Let 
a man decide to live a higher life, to 
break away from the evils and vices 
which have been injuring and blighting 
his character, then he will begin to com- 
prehend, as never before, the 
power 
these evils have upon him. 


It; is also a battle which a man has 
to fight against antagonists in society 
at large. Often it is against unfavor- 
able environment. He finds himself sur- 
rounded with those conditions which 
tend to drag 
him 
down. 
Sometimes 
these arc evident in the home, some- 
times in business and industry and fre- 
quently in his social affairs. It means 
upon his part a constant 
warfare to 
keep from succumbing to 
these sur- 
roundings, with the inevitable result of 
defeat and disaster. 
It is also a bat- 
tle against organized corruption. 
Sel- 
fish and evil minded men have formed 
all sorts o ftrusts and monopolies and 
combinations, frequently with the pur- 
pose of crushing the efforts and aspira- 
tions of their fellowmen. 
The liquor 
monopoly, for example, can spend an- 
nually tens of millions of dollars to 
corrupt legislation, bribe legislators, buy 
up newspapers, poison public sentiment 
and destroy the reputation of any who 
would oppose their 
wickcd 
schemes. 
Wliile on the other hand the man who 
dares to fight this iniquity must make 
a sacrifice of his time and strength and 
money, with no hope of any material 
reward. 


It is a battle also often ^against le- 
galised injustice. 
The strong oppress 
the weak. 
It is an mifortunato fact 
that the laws of the country are m^e 
more for the protection and promotion 
of the interests of property, than for 
the welfare of human character. W3io- 
ever contends against the existing order 
of affairs always finds himielf in mi- 
nority, with prestige and po^ver 
and 
public opinion against him. Every vic- 
tory for righteousness or purity or godli- 
ness has been gained only by a terrific 
struggle and sacrifice. The average man 
is content to allow things to remain as 
they are, with the natural deterioration 
and decline and decay, wîiich inevitably 
ensues. The battle then must be fought 
for a higher life against great odds. 


Some contend bravely for a time, but 
at last they grow discouraged and cease. 
Such cases are numerous, as that of 
that brave lawyer in 
San 
Francisco, 
Francis J. Heney, who fought the po- 
litical graft and corruption in that city 
imtil he put some of the ring leaders 
behind prison bars at San Quentin. But 
one of these notorious boodlers, a sa- 
loop-keeper, drew his revolver one day 
during a trial at court, and shot down 
Honey, as ho-^as prosecuting a case. 
For months he lingered between life and 
death, and at last when he came up 
from the brink of the grave, ho said: 
"Well, I think I have done my share, 
.md I am going to quit. Let other men 
take up the fight." This battle against 
wickedness and vice in our political and 
social life is demanding heroes todaj»-, 
no less courageous than those who face 
the bullets and bayonets upon the bat- 
tlefields. i\Ioreover, tliey have to fight 
almost alone, without the enthusiastic 
numbers, without the inspiration 
and 
encouragement of waving flags and Avar 
drums, that arouse the energies of the 
soldiers in a charge. 


Recognizing the fact that every hu- 
man soul faces a struggle, he is com- 
pelled to choose between two alterna- 
tives. You must either submit to your 
antagonists or make them submit to 
you. T])e one course is to compromise 
and finally yield. 
This is the easier 
and more usual method. It is the com-se 
of the political trimmer, the moral cow- 
ard, the man who is seeking for popu- 
larity and worldly success. 
He resorts 
to makeshifts, to excusçs. He designates 
his action as moderation and conserva- 
tism, he even prides himself that he 
takes a liberal view, of affairs, that he 


is not over-radical and extreme. 
This 
weak, timid, vacillating policy is preva- 
lent in modern society. It is the course 
that asks not what is right, but what 
is popular. But such an individual must 
at heart despise his own cow^ardice. The 
only course that is worthy of any true 
character in facing evils, either with- 
out or within, is to fight. 


There is always something especially 
attractive about a fight. A church that 
is a fighting church is always a 
live 
church. I de not mean fighting among 
^ e d«vil. 
themselves, but fighting 
church that is always engaged in ac- 
tive warfare against the wicked, that 
church never lacks for crowds or 
in 
gro%vth and progress. A friend was tell- 
ing me recently about a gambling joint 
in a certain city, where every night the 
men sat hour after hour absorbed in the 
game, utterly oblivious to everything 
else. 
They manifested no concern or 
fear of a police raid. They took no in- 
terest in the 
street meeting 
just in 
front of their place. 
But one evening 
some men got into a row on the side- 
walk, near the front entrance, and the 
cry went up, "4.fight! A fight!" The 
men dropp^ their cards and upset their 
tables in their rush out to see the fight. 


This active struggle against enemies 
is essential also for the development of 
virility and vitality. It was when the 
tribes of Israel were engaged in active 
warfare against their foes that they 
remained most lojal to Jeho\-ah, and 
developed the greatest national strength 
and vigor. And on the other hand, when 
they began to intermarry 
with 
the 
heathen tribes round about, and to take 
upon themselves their customs and hab- 
its and manners, it was then they be- 
gan to decline and pass into nationaj 
decay and death. 


Wihy waa it that the early settlers 
of the central and western states devel- 
ojied such a strong and rugged type of 
manhood and womanhood? 
It was on 
account of the vfery difficulties and dan- 
gers that they had to encounter and 
overcome, settling as they did, in a new 
country, with the privations they had 
to undergo, the sacrifices to make, and 
the perils to meet. 
These hardy pio- 
neers present a type of sturdiness and 
of character that any civilization has 
never surpassed. Compare those strong 
men with some of their 
descendants, 
these spider-legged, empty-headed, cig- 
arette-sucking youiig dudes who can put 
forth no harder effort than 
to stick 
their feet Under their parents' table 
three times a day and push the billiard 
balls in the pool room. 
Tlie present 
generation has too many thincs to en- 
joy, and too little to endure. Effeminacy 
is the chamber whei-e the sturdy viriues 
suflFer the painless death of asphyxia- 
tion. Martineau well said, "It is on the 
bed of luxury and not on the rock of 
nature that skepticism has its birth," 


Recognizing now that every trUe life 
must be a battle, we are led to consid- 
er how shall this battle be waged. Shall 
it be single handed and alone, depend- 
ing merely upon your own 
strength? 
That course spells certain failure. 
It 
would be as if a soldier went out to 
war without 
plan or equipment 
or 
commissary. 
His intentions might bc" 
the best, but his efforts would be fore- 
doomed to disaster. So it is in the bat- 
tle against evil, against the aiitagon 
ists, either in your own heart, or in 
society. 
To succeed, you need divine 
help, to be directed by divine' wisdom, 
and 
to 
be 
supported 
by 
divine 
power. This course is essential for 
unity, for comprehensiveness, for ef- 
fectiveness. 
In othe»* words, 
to suc- 
ceed it is vital that you enroll under 
the standard of the great Leader, the 
Son of God, that you enlist as a Cliris- 
tian soldier. Here is a General who nev- 
er lost a battle. He has a plan for your 
individual life, a far better plan than 
you can form for yourself. B}' it you 
will accomplish the most for yourself, 
and for the uplift of your fello\vTnen.

soldiers can take 
a course at 
West 
Point. Every great war lias been avou 
by volunteers. 
No one can become a 
trained, disciplined soldier in a day, but 
tliero must be the beginning. Many are 
saying, "I am not ready to be a Chris- 
tian yet; I am not good enough; there 
are many things I do not kno\t' ; I will 
have to get myself right in this particu- 
lar or the other." It would be as if a 
youth would say, "I am not going to 
start to Bchoôl, because there are 
so 
many things I do not know." You will 
answer, "Tlmt'is the very reason why 
you should start to school." Some are 
saying now, "When these meetings ere 
o'fef, then I w-ill begin 
the Christian 
life." That is just as unreasonable, as 
if a man would say, "WTien the war 
i8 over, then I will enlist as a soldier." 
Now is the time, when yoit are espe- 
cially needed, when the campaign is on, 
when your efforts are of vital impor- 
tance in helping to gain the victory. 


There must also be obedience. Sup- 
posing during the progress of a great 
war a recruiting sergeant would come 
to this city to get up a regiment, and a 
strong, sturdy, young fellow, the pic- 
ture of physical healtli, steps up to hia 
desk to enlist. The officer says to him, 
"I guess you are in no need of a physi- 
cal examination." 
"No," he 
replied, 
"that will be unnecessary. I have never 
had a sick dfty in my life, and am as 
sound as a dollar. But before I «ipn 
the roll there are a few things I want 
underâtood. I am told that roaiiy iol- 
dter« have to go afoot. Now, it makes 
nw tired to walk very far, and if I am 
going to war it is on the condition that 
I have a good, easy riding horse or car- 
riage." "Is there anything else?" the 
officer aska. "Well, t am told that 60me 
soldiers have to live on very poor food, 
such as hard-tack and salt pork. Now, 
I am aceustoméd to first-class food, and 
I must insist upon being 
guaranteed 
three good meftls every dày, before I 
make my enlistment. I am very patri- 
otic, hurrah for the flag!" Now, the 
oAicer begins to get 
sareastiû: 
"Are 
there attv other requirements you want 
to mEkeV' "Well, I am told thfct some 
soldiers aro put on sentry duty, and are 
compelled to lose their sleep. 
It al- 
ways makes me crois to be disturbed 
at night. 
I am very anxious to go to 
the war, but I wish to make it pkitt if 
I do my rest must not be disturbed." 
"Is that allt" thé officer asks. ^'Well, 
just a minor matter that will h»ve to 
be included. 
Î am told tliat some sol- 
diers are put in dâWfterous positions» 
and are liable to get liurt. Now I tliink 
a good deal of my life, and I want you 
to put down as one of the conditions 
of enrollinfr my name is that I shall 
always have a safe plare, out of dan- 
ger."' Now, what, would you sav to 
that fellow, if you were the offletfr 
"We «r* not lookintr for thàt kind of 
men. It yon are goine as a soldier it 
is to be without restrictions. 
You are 
to be willing to say, *l will so anywhere 
and will do anything tbat my command- 
ef bids me do."*

for years, you may have prayed and 
attended church, but all thia does not 
make you a Christian. There must be 
a definite beginning of the new life. 


In the history of the One Hundred 
Forty-eighth 
Pennsylvania 
volunteer 
regiment in tlio civil war, there is one 
chapter entitled, "The Sister's Story." 
It is told by on© who Is now an aged 
woman, hoAV her brother joined the regi- 
ment. Tliey lived in a village iu the 
central part of the state where there 
was a small academy. 
Vacation 
was 
just over and the young people 
had 
returned from the farms for the open- 
ing of school. "When I came up," »aid 
she, "through the academy campus with 
a girl friend, I found instead of the 
usual noise of play and the chatter 
the opening day, that the pupils Wfere 
gathered in little groups, and they "»Vere 
talking with a very serious, earnest air. 
I inquired if there was any especially 
bad news from the war. 'No,* they said, 
'it was not that, but Prof. Patterson, 
principal of the academy, had decided 
to enlist and he wanted to know how 
many of the boys of the school would 
go with him.' A meeting waa to be held 
that evening in the village church, in 
which all would be given an opportu- 
nity to say what they would .do. At 
once Ï sought out my brother and said 
to him, 'Harry, are you going to en- 
list?' and he said he thought he would. 
That evening in the chiu-ch, President 
Lincoln's call for volunteers was read, 
and thè principal of the academy arose 
with a long paper in his hand and made 
a statement saying that he had decided 
to go to war and he was going to call 
the roll of the academy and every boy 
who would enlist he asked to make re- 
ply and step forward and sign the ros- 
ter of volunteers. Said tlie sister, "Mjr 
heart beat fast as he began the list 
of names." 
The silence was like the 
silence of death, as he began at the top 
of the line. 
"Andrews." 
The answer 
came, "Ready," and he walked down the 
aisle. "Baker." "Ready." And he also 
followed down the aisle, and so on down 
through the alphabet, until he earne to 
"K," then she knew her brother's «aine 
was to be called. It seemed her heart 
stopped beating at the principal read 
the name, "Keller," and there came a 
clear answer "Ready," as tha boy walk- 
ed down the aisle and signed hie name. 


So, my friend, if you are to be a not* 
dier in the army of our Lord, lïeBua 
Christ, you must definitely enlist. It is 
not enotigh that yott believe the Chrls> 
tian life Is the ri^t Hfe to live. Soma 
of you veterans of the civil war remem- 
ber that when yow marched off to the 
front there were many about you who 
shouted, "W« are for the arftiy." 
ft 
was one thilitr to be for the army, bvt 
it was an entirely different thing to be 
with the army. The great need in theaa 
days la the moral equivalent 
of war.

that had never joined the army?" "Not 
one; not one," he answered. ''How can 
you then expect to shara in the etcriial 
reward of the soldiers of Christ, with- 
out definite enlistment?" He siiw the 
point. He was seventy year^ old, but 
he came out definitely on the 
Lord's 
side, acknowledged his faith in Christ, 
and became a most earnest and elíeotive 
Christian worker. 


Many of you old soldiers remember at 
the close of the civil war tiiut great 
parade in tho city of Washington, wlien 
the veterans marched in review down 
Pennsylvania avenue," betöre the presi- 
dent and his cabinet.

ears Lad you gone Tuesday afternoon, 
b^tweee one and two o'clock, to the 
plant ef S. F, Bowser & Coinpaiiy. 
It 
• was literally true that not a sinifle em- 
ploye, even to the telephone girls, was 
at work during the hour, but there werit 
gathered in the assembling room of tliis 
great plant 900 of the employes of the 
company—the entire local force, both 
fiietory and office. And wliat made the 
ooea;sion the more notable was the fur- 
ther fact that for the first time in 25 
years of the history of the company the 
«ntire working force was brought to- 
getbei' fior othnir than work, and that 
Ui the name of .Tesus Cliris^t. 


Scene Was Suggestive. 


The Bcene was a Avonderfully sugges- 
tive one to the thouglitful Mian or wo- 
man that a great factorj^ should see fit 
to gather together its emi)loyes, at its 
own expense, for some other purpose 
tlian work. 
Seats liad been provided 
for the entire working force with the 
young women of the offices given the 
placeg of preference in the front rows. 
Upon the platform were Dr. Lyon, Mr. 
and Mrs. I^oren G. Jones and S. F. Bow- 
ser, the president of the company. Mr. 
Jones sang as a solo, "It is Good Enough 
for Me." Before bepnning his song, Mr. 


Jones asked for "Tom" Williamg, who 
had given him, Mr. Jones, the night be- 
fore Rii the tabemaele, a pocket meeo of 
English money bearing, "the date of 
1740. 


President 
Bowser 
introduced 
Hf- 
Lyon and his party, He spoke most feel- 
ingly of the M'ork they ivere accom- 
pliiihiiig, 


•'The E«tr« Mile." 


Dr, Lyon's address upon '"The Extra 
Mile" empliasi/ed the importance of do- 
ing more than required and was founded 
upon the right of impresament, a cuntom 
of ihe eneieut Greeks ttitd Romans, bor- 
roAved from the I'ei'Hian». This custom 
allowed th" Impressment ef ar.y one by 
whom a government mesBenger might 
pass upon tlie public road, and the com- 
pelling of that one to go as far an the 
goveiTiment's meagenger might think the 
.TesuM declared 
public sen'ie« demanded, 
in making reference to this custom, 
tliat "if any man compel you to go with 
him one mile, go Avitn him two." 


At the close of the address by 'Dr. 
Lyon, ^ir. Bowser announced that it was 
the intention of the company to hold 
similar meetings to tlie one just held 
every month, and tJiat prominent Chris- 
tian men, both- ministers and laj'men, 
would be called in to address the em- 
ployes. 


Dr. Lyon's Address. 


Speaking to the Bowser emplo.ye3, 
!>•. Lyon said in part: 


"T have seen all of you friends be- 
fore. T remember the magnificent del- 
egation from the Bowser plant, and I 
saw so many that niglit that I have 
just been hoping that you might come 
again.

We want 
to make a better Baptist, a , better Lu- 
theran, a better Catliolio and a better 
Methodist, 
I want everyone to havu 
some church home; to have some ac- 
tive, definite work just the same as the 
factory for active Avork. 


The Second Mile. 


"I believe I can do no better than 
to speak to you upon the second mile, 
from the words of our Ixjrd Jesus, fifth 
chapter of Matthew, forty-first versvi. 
"Whosoever shall compel thee to go a 
mile, go with him two." 
There is no 
principle in the Koman law that wag 
more hateful to the Jewish nation than 
that 
principle of the law by which 
any messenger or courier of the Kovern- 
ment had the right to impress into 
the service of the government any citi- 
zen or Butiject of that empire. 


"For example, if there Avas some 
courier going upon a long journey, and 
his horse gave out, he had the power 
to go into the field and take a, man,out 
of that field and his horse, to help fur- 
ther him on his journey. 
The" Jews 
hated this law especially and now Je- 
sus, in place of encouraging them in 
this hatred, comes out Avith this re- 
markable statement out of tlie dear 
skj', "Whosoever shall compel thee to 
go a mile, go Avith him tAvo.'' 


"The story T Avant to present to voii 
is the storv of the' second mile. 
The 
first mile Ave haA'e to go: the setfond 
mile is a mile of choice—it is the mile 
that A\e Avant to go. Tlie first mile is 
the mile of compulsion, and the second 
mile is the mile of desJre. 


Some Things We Have ,to Do. 


"Tliere are some things, friends. Ave 
have to do in this world, Avhether Ave 
Avant to or not, in order to keep from 


hunger, from cold, from suffering—to 
keep the Avolf from the door. Emerson, 
the philosopher, said all of us are iust 
as lazy as Ave dared to be, but Ave have 
to 
Avork. 
Wc are comiielled Avhether 
Ave Avill or not to go the first mile, but 
here's the great «ruth I want to pre- 
sent to you. Do not be satisfied in do- 
ing the thing you have to do. 


The difference betAveen the extra ordì- 


simple. It is the difference between the 
second mile and tiie first mile. The dif- 
ference between going just as far ay 
you iiHve to go and going tiie extra 
amount because you Avant to go. 


"Let's not be content in going the first 
mile; let us be satisfied Avitli not less 
than the best—Avith going the second 
mile. 
In other Avords,«tliere are some 
that have the spirit of God but tiiey are 
not filled Avith tlie spirit of God. 


Overflow Is Salvation. 


"Egypt alAvays has tiie river Xiie, but 
it is tlie overfloAv of the river Nile that 
is Egypt's salvation. Tliat fertilizes all 
of that coiuitry. So it is Avith tlie over- 
flow of the human life. It is the super- 
abundance of Go<l's spirit and poAver in 
your' life that is eoing to make you of 
value to tlie Avorld. Someone gave nte 
this truth tlie other day. lie said: 'A 
little cup can overflow lots.' It is the 
overitoAV from your life that helps other 
lives. 1'here was a man said one even- 
ing, T thank the Lord I am not one of 
those felloAve Avho is over-enthusiastic, 
over-radical in my religion.; I am like 
tlie Avater in a rain barrel—it is always 
just about so full—it stays that Avay all 
the year arojind,' and one little freckled- 
face' felliHV shouted out, 'Well, mister, 
I bet that rain barrel is full of wiggle 
tails.' 


"NOAV there are many Avho never get 
earnest and never get 
zealous; 
who 
never get enthusiastic about anything. 
Emerson said: 
'Xo great cause Avas 
ever carried to a successful conclusion 


without enthusiasm.' That is one thing 
I like about the devil. I don't like him 
in any way but I like his enthusiasm. 
He is alAvays on the job. If Christian 
people had as much earnestness for God 
as the devil has for his Avork, I believe 
Ave AA ould bring old Fort W.ayne to Jesus 
Christ, that's Avhat Ave would. Put your 
social life and enthusiasm into it. When 
I Avas a pastor I got up a football team 
nary man and the o^Jinary man is very/j' ^nd I said to the boys. Avhen you are

playing football, play ' the game Avith 
snap and ginger, but Avhen you go into 
the prayer meeting, put the same en- 
thusiasm into your prayers, into your 
testimonies as you do on the field. What- 
ever you do, in your political life, in tJie 
sliop, ill the factory, in society, in your 
pleasures, put j our Avhole heart into it 
and the same Avay, my friends, put your 
Avhole heart into your Christian life.

Tuesday vraa the forty-fifth anniver- 
sary of an imi)ortaut cpoch in the rail- 
way career of Charles W. Buck, a sur- 
vivor of pioneer railway days and one 
of Fort Wayne's oldest and most high-

respected 
citizens.

1870, he became the manager' for the 
lessee of the Fort Wayne, Cincinnati

and Louisville road, which was built 
a.s far soutli as Bluft'ton, twenty-live 
miles. 
In that capacity, Mr. Buck also 
officiated as condxictor of the %vork train, 
which carried passengers between Bluff- 
ton and Fort Wayne in opposition to the 
old stage line operated by Wils Deam, 
a livery stable man at Bluff ton. 
Feb- 
ruary of that year was warm and wet; 
with an occasional freeze-up which p\it 
the roadbed in bad condition and made 
travel over the line very difUcult, 
It 
was not an imcommon event for the 


train to get off the track three or four 
times in the trip between terminals. On 
several occasions Beam's stage, start- 
ing at the same hour the train did, beat 
it to the end of the line. 
So soft was 
the clay which formed the bed of the 
railroad at times in 
the 
winters of 
1869-1870 that the weight of the en- 
gine and cars drove the tics and rails 
<iut of sight, leaving only two streaks 
of rtist to mark their location. 
When 
in this condition a freeze made matters 
worse, the ice crowding the wheels from 
the rails and causing much delay. 
It 
is different now. 
Tlie Lake Eric and 
Western, as the road is called, while 
not the most important steam line in 
the country, has a good roadbed and its 
trains arc operated upon a high sched 
ule. 
From the "Muncie" road IMr. Buck 
went to the Fort A^^aync, Richmond and 
Cincinnati as a contractor and built two 
miles of the line at IMonmouth, Adams 
county, 
Tn 1874 lie returned to Fort 
Wayne and took a position a,-* section 
foreman of the Fort Wayne yards of 
the Wabash, where he remained until 
he considered himself old enough to quit 
railway work. 
Mr. Buck wa« born in 
Saratoga county. New York» November 
18. 18.10. and will be eighty-five years 
old next fall. 
He began hi.s railway ca- 
reer at Zanesville. O., in Ifl.il, on the 
Ohio Southern road. 
Then he went to 
the Mad River road and .«»¡.v months lat- 
er to the Lake Shore at Toledo. 
The 
following four years he snent in Towa 
and tlien. returning to Indiana, was am- 
nloved for seven years on the old T.. P. 


C., now a part of the Lake Erie and 
Western systeni.

This measure 
will apply to restaurants and other eating 
houKcs, fc-rocery, confcctioncry and fruit 
stores and to bottlers of beverages. Milk 
and meat dealers ar& alrcsidy licensed by 
tho city.
